Texas Law Upheld, 

Washingtoh.—The supreme court 
of the United States has decided the 
case of the Southwestern O1l Com- 
pany vs. the State of Texas, in favor 
of the state, thus upholding the con- 
stitutionality of the Texas law, which 
known as the Kennedy tax law, which 
fixes a tax of 2 per cent, on the gross
